S to the main of Mr. Pillonniere s Account of him- 
elf, ſo far as it relies on his own Teſtimony, tis 
liable ar leaſt to the ſame Ob jection which lies againſt 
all Writers of their own Memoirs; which is, that they 
ſeldom fail ro give the moſt advantageous Colours, and 

lauſible Turn to their own Conduct, whilſt the real 
Springs of their Actions often lie conceal d. And as his 
Teſtimonies from abroad are almoſt all from bigotted 
Papifts, and moſt of them from Feſuits; I am far 
from thinking them an unexcæptionable Proof of his 
Converſion. I can conceiye it to be a Thing more than 
poſſible, for a Society ſo link d together by Maxims of

rity, ſeek for other Meanings, and refuſe to acquieſce in 
thoſe Deciſions which were fram'd on the Authority of 
Scripture otherwiſe explain'd, than they pretend to 
underſtand it; can it be thought ſtrange, if ſhe does not 
depart from her Conſtitution, which has been long ſet- 
led upon mature Deliberation, and inſtead of the Judg- 
ment of thegreateſt Lights of the Reformation, rely oathe 
Authority of any ſingle Perſon. They have the Liberty 
of diſſenting if they pleaſe (which is more than you Ro- 
manifts will allow the Proteſtants. ) lf their Differences 
are of ſmall Moment ( nay even in ſome Points of very 
great Concern ) they are indvlg'd in the publick Exer- 
ciſe of their Worſhip: And if they diſagree in the moſt 
fundamental Articles, if they will but keep their Opi- 
nions to themſelves ; here is no Inquiſition to force them 
out of them.

Does the Church of England require our Belief of Cons 
traditions? Does ſhe oblige us to profeſs, that à Piece

* Laſtly, Does the Church of England endeavour to ſup- 
port her Authority by the help of Pious Frauds and Le- 
gendary Stories ? Has ſhe ever attempted to propa 
her Worſhip by barbarous and bloody Methods? Goes 
Hiſtory inform you of Aſſaſſinations, Poyſonings and 
Maſſacres undertaken for her Defence, or- juſtified by 
her Authority?

And as the final Sentence of every Au- 
thority whatſoever; muſt be the cutting off from the Body all 
ſuch as continue in a wilful Diſobedience to the Laws of the 
Society; ſo if any who call themſelves Chriſtians, will live ſo 
as to be a Reproach to that which they profeſs, they muſt be 
cut off and caſt out: For if there is any ſort of Power in the 
Church, it muſt terminate in this: This is the laſt and higheſt 
At of their Authority; it is like Death or Baniſhment by the 
Civil Power, which are not proceeded to but upon great Occa- 
fions, in which milder Cenfures will not prevail, and 
where the general Good of the Society requires it: 
So caſting out, being the laſt Act of Church-Power, like a 
Parent's diſinheriting a Child, it ought to be proceeded in ' 
with that Slowneſs, and upon ſuch Confiderations, as may 
well juſtify the Rigor of it. A wilful Contempt of Order 
and Authority, carries virtually in it every other Irregularity ; 
becauſe it drſſokves the Union 7 Body, and deſtroys that 
Reſpect by which all the other Ends of Religion are to he at · 
tained; and when this is deliberate and fixed, there is no 
other way of Proceeding, but by cutting off thoſe who are 
ſo refractory, and who ſer fuch an ill Example to others.

Subjects may hereafter be left at Liberty to worſhip God in 
ſuch a Way, Form, and Manner, as ſhall appear to them 
ro be agreeable to the Mind and Will of Chriſt, revealed in 
his Word, according to that Proportion or Meaſure of Faith 
and Knowledge which they have received. | 
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
